4. Among She activities sponsored by the IUS are the World University 
Summer Games and the World University Winter Games, each of which 
is held once every year. The IUS has also established scholarship 
grants at universities in the Soviet Union and in Satellite countries; 
these grants are given primarily to students in colonial countries. 

The IUS also maintains sanatorium* for students. One sanatorium is 
25X1 X Czechoslovakia while the other is in Peking, China; the latter is 
for the use of students in colonial countries.

3. At the Warsaw Congress, souroe was struck by the fact that dlaouseions 
were so liberal. To maintain its International character, the IUS had 
anti-Communlst student groups among its ranks. These groups had the 
status of observers but they aotively participated in the IUS activities 
and attended the meetings. It le source's opinion that these anti- 
communist groups, of whloh ths British group was ths most important, 
naivsly believed they oould ohange the IUS* Communist polioy by remain- 
ing members of the organization. Source believes that this "opposition" 
faction was important bsoause IUS leaders oould not always pass their 
motions due to the objections of these groups. 

When the IUS was expelled from Pranoe in 1951-1952, the headquarters 
moved to Prague where it occupies an old three-story building. This 
building was formerly a residence and was poorly furnished. About 40 
persons of various nationalities work at the headquarters ae well as 
many Czech nationals. In addition, there are young male students who 
attend a university in Prague working there as part-time employees; 
these young men are of various nationalities. 
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
